‘4 Timber must be managed 
under a, plan for continous pro- 
duction. 

Havingsatisfied the above quali- 
fications or having decided to 
work toward these objectives the 
potential tree farmer must then 
make application for certification 
of his place in the American tree 
farm system. 

The Mississippi tree farms pro- 
gram is affiliated with the national 
program but is operated by the 
Mississippi Forestry Assn. Local 
committees of the Association will 
accept applications for certifica- 
tion of tree farms and arrange 
for foresters who are Association 
members or cooperators to con- 
duct inspections of the property 
and render the certification that 
the tree farm satisfes the re- 
quirements.
